Skinheads Shouting“VVhite Povwer” and 
“Gook”Attack Chinese Man in Portland

PORTLAND - The apparently racially 
motivated vicious attack of a Chinese man 
]ast month by three white youths has many 
Portlanders concerned about neo-Nazism 


.taking hold among Skinhead gang mem- 


bers. Late last year, a black woman was 
also terrorized by a group of white youths 
also bejlieved to be Skinheads. 

On March 10, Chin Hock-Seng, 27， 
Was beaten, allegedly by the three youths 
Who had shouted racial slurs at him, a 
friend and his family as they left a Thai 
Testaurant near downtown Portiand. The 
youths shouted “Gook,”“Go back to 
Japan”“Go back to Hong 下 ong.”“Get out 
of our country,” “White Power，and made 
an obscene remark at his two-year-old 
daughter. 

In an interview this week with 天 / 砚 ， 
Chin said he was familiar with how street 
punks operated from his experiences in his 
native Singapore“They just want to wreak 
as much intimidation and violence as they 
can, and they don't care who they hurt ”he 
said. His main concern was that his wife， 


60-year-old mother, daughter and family 
friend were safe from injury. “Itold the 
Tingleader There's a baby here, what do 
youthink you're doing2 ”he recalled.“At 
least let them go， he told the youths. 

The youths had formed a loose semi- 
circle around the Chin group and stood 
“very close 一 inches away 一 in avery 
menacing way，Chin said. After his group 
had been allowed to leave, Chin turned to 
face them.“The ringleader told me to take 
my 罗 asses off so that he could hit me,” 
Chin said.“But before Icould finish taking 
them off, he hit me. My plan had been to 
hold them off so that the women could get 
away. 工 made a conscious decision not to 
Strike them because they may have 
attacked my family as well,”he explained . 

According to Chin, the youths hit him 
10to 15 tmes and kicked in the left side of 
his head and stomach. The ringleader, 
whom police identified as Timothy 
McCoy, 18, was wearing heavy combat 
boots with thick soles and heels at the time 
of the assault. They also used a weighted 
jacket to beat Chin.

“They modified the race question [in the 
1986 test and it was very difficult for 
Asians to respond to the way it was worded.

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WASHINGTON, DC - Asian and 
Pacific Islander families in the United 
States were more likely than al Us 
families in 1980 to have a college educa- 
tion, despite the fact that they were far 
more likely to be born in foreign countries 
and far less likely to be US citizens， 
according to US Census data Teleased last 
WeekK. 

Asian and Pacific families were also 
more likely to have at least two workers 雇 
the family and a higher median money 
income per family. But poverty 全 gures for 
Laotians and Hmongs were Over 40% 
higher than the 和 gure for the US popula- 
tion as a whole. 

The census report was the first provid- 
ing data on the Social anid econormic 
characteristics of Six Asian groups 一 
Cambodian, Hmong, Indonesian;, Laotian， 
Pakistani and Thai. Pacific Island data are 
Shown for Polynesian, Microneslan and 
Melanesian [inhabitants of lsljands North- 
eastof Australial].

Surprise, relijglion returned with a vigor and 
thousands of young men flocked to the 
monasteries， The Chinese blame the Dalai 
Lama, the exiled head of the Tibetan 
Imonastic System，for fanning the discon- 
tent.， Tibetan refugees accuse the Chinese 
of tuming Tibet into a Chinese colony. 

Historically, Tibet has always been 
politically more connected with China than 
JIndia. But culturally it has been the 
reverse。 Tibet's civilization began in the 
7 century when Buddhism came in from 
India and a script was introduced which 
Closely resembles India's main deva-nagari 
SCTipt. 

Buddhism began as a monastic religion 
and so remains to this day，It Spread widely 
in China but was held in disrespect by that 
civilization's Confucian scholars. Confu- 
Cianism was logical, familistic, worldly. 
Buddhism, especially its Tibetan variantb 
Lamaism, is passionate, individualistic，

other-worldly. The cultural strains emanat- 
ing from China and Tibet have never mixed 
well in history and still do not now. 

References to Tibetan nomads are 
among the oldest to non-Chinese peoples in 
that civijlization's ancient documents. In 
the middle ages they founded powerful 


kingdoms in the vastempty Spaces which 
stll make up two thirds of China's land 
mass，Antipathy between villagers and 
nomads is common throughout the world， 
and so it is between settled Chinese and 
Wandering Tibetans. 

Aside from Some boundary 人 
India has no territorial ambitions in Tibet 
Over the years there have been intimations 
that it would like its 100,000 Tibetan 
refugees to return， Nevertheless, more than 
the pull of cultural ties keeps New Delhi 
Strongly interested in Tibet India not only 
Sees itself as the dominant power of South 
Asia，but increasingly of the entire Indian 
Ocean region. It deeply resents China?s 
longstanding line-up with Pakistan, its 
Imortal foe on the subcontinent. 

China's political reasons for its alliance 
With Pakistan have in part been due to deep 
Suspicions about India's political intentions 
on Tibet But culturally, over the centuries 


APAC Fights Census Plan to Lump Asians IJogether 


SAN FRANCISCO - Asian Pacific 
American Coalition [APACJMUSA'S 
executive board has decided to push for the 
Specification of Asian and Pacific Islander 
groups in the race question of the 1990 
Census, according to APAC national 
president Allan Seid and APAC's SF Bay 
Area presidentLeland Yee. 

The current US Census plan is to lump 
Asian and Pacific Islanders into one 
category and require respondents to write in 
their Specific racial groups. 

Even this plan is a hard-fought conces- 
Sion from the bureau, which had previously 
planned to base their count of individual A/ 
PI ethnic groups on a 10% sampling of the 
total population, until Asian groups 
mounted fierce protests. APAC says that 
under the current US Census plan, many 


people would fail to give information OF 
give incorrect reSsponses. The bureau has 
insufficient bilingual staffing to remedy the 
omissions Or the errors, APAC Says.“ The 
collapsing of all Asian and Pacific groups 
into one tally will lead to gross Stereotyping 
and other misinformation regarding Asian 
and Pacific Islanders communities，APAC 
SayS. 

APAC wants the return of the “full 
formatted” race question found in the 1980 
Census which listed nine different Asian 
and Pacific Islander groupS: Chinese， 
Filipino, Guamanian, Hawaiian, Asian 
Indian, Japanese, Korean, Samoan and 
Vietmnamese. APAC wants the race question 
expanded to include emerging Asian and 
Pacific Islander groups, Such as the 
Cambodians, Laotians and others. 


Confucianism has got along quite well with 
Islam. Millions of Chinese Muslims live 
scattered all over China's main provinces， 
many having misen high in public life. 
Overwhelmingly Sunni, they also tend to 
be logical, familistic, and practical. 

With its tilt towards Islamic Pakistan， 
the Indians suspect China of imperialistic 
intrusions into their domain, while the 
Chinese see the hand of Indian imperialism 
in their support of the Dalai Lama and his 
extensive movement centered in the Indian 
hill town of Dharmasala.Within Tibet what 
we seem to be witnessing is a rapid 
Tesurgence of the monastic System which 
the Chinese fear as a threat to their power. 
And there is litte doubt that the restoration 
of that system is a condition for the Dalai 
Lama's readiness, once again, to come to 
terms with the Chinese. 

If relations between China and India 
Were better, chances are that Some deal 
could be worked outL But the two countries 
are making as a pre-condition non-interven- 
tion in what each sees as ijts internal affairs， 
Something which centuries of historical and 
cultural friction make quite difficult As a 
resulb not only are the Tibetan troubles 
likely to continue, but so too are their 
destabilizing effects on the relations 
between two of Asia's most ancient 
empires，

Minister Wan Li, 72, to chairman of the congress. As Communist 
Party chief in central Anhui Province，he helped establish the 
economic changes of the late 70?s associated with China s senior 
leader, Deng 和 Xlaoping. 

Yang Shangkun, 81, who made the Long March in the mid- 
1930s with Mao Zedong and currently China's most powerful 
general, was selected presldent. 

Deng remained chairman of the Central Military Commailssion. 
The military has appeared unwilling to accept any of proteges as 
head of the commission. This was the first tme forelgn TepoOrters 
were allowed to watch the selection of leaders by 2,883 delegates.

State Supreme Court

SACRAMENTO - The State Supreme Court has voted to 
decide whether Gov. George Deukmejian's nomination of Con- 
gressman Dan Lungren (R-Long Beach) was confirmed when 站

All six state Supreme Court Judges signed an order granting 3 
hearing. Written arguments are due by May 2. The court has not 
scheduled the hearing.

PHOENIX - The SF Bay Area is by far the most ethnically 
diverseinthenation, accordingtoastudyreleasedby the AsSocia- 
tion of American Geographers April 8.

ethnically diverse counties in the Country were in the Bay Area， 
according to the study,， which Surveyed 14 ethnic groups. Those 
counties were San Francisco, San Mateo, Alameda, Santa Clara 
and 9olan0， 

Cerritos in LA County was the city Ri 汪 first in the US for 
ethnic diversity, followedbyDaly City and then SF. The diversity 
rankings are based on the probability that two Irandomly selected 
people would be of different ethnic backgrounds. 

Under these indexes, a perfect Score is 1.000. Cerritos had 3 
scoreof.856,DalyCity.835andSF.834.Among counties,SFhad 
.837: Manhattan .791; Alameda.789;Los Angeles .778; Honolulu 
.777: Santa Clara .773; Solano .765 and Maui .754.

Author Nien Cheng Recounts Personal Struggles in China

ANAHEIM - Nien Cheng, author of 
上 汇 and Deati 记 Shantghai was one of the 
speakers at State Senator William 
Campbell's three day "Conference on 
Women.”Cheng, 72，a slight, seemingly- 
fragile woman, was nevertheless distin- 
guished looking with her greying hair and 
stylish opera-length strand of pearls gracing 
her Cherng ya (Chinese dress). 

Cheng noted the differences between 
America and China whbere she Spent SO 
mch of her life.“You are all terribly， 
terribly fortunate to have been born in thls 
country and able to enjoy freedom and 
democracy and to have the protection of the 
American Constitution.Ihave come from 
Communist China, where Ilived from 1949 
until 1980.” 

She met her husband at the London 
School of Economalcs in England and 
married Soon after graduation. Their only 
child, a daughter, was born in Australia， 
when her husband was serving in the 
Chinese diplomatic service. After returning 
to Shanghai, her husband worked for Shell 
Intermnational Petroleum. 

When the Communists expelled the 
Nationalist forces, Cheng's family was not 
affected and continued to enjoy privileges 
Such as servants and a gardener, because， 
she said, the government wanted Shell to 
remain in the PRC. After her husband 
passed away, Shell hired Cheng as a

However, when Shell left China in 
1966, conditions changed drastically for 
Cheng and her daughter.
